BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

Algeria, Philippeville.—'The following information is from the 
report by the British Vice-Consul at Philippeville (Mr. W. H. 
Miller) on the trade of that district in 1908, which will shortly be 
issued :— 

Owing to the bad harvests, trade generally presents few new 
openings. One might call attention to the mining industry as 
affording occasion for the pushing of mining machinery; the 
tools and plant must be of quite light construction, as they 
have mostly to be transported by donkeys. Care must in all 
cases be exercised in the granting of credit in Algeria. German 
and French firms usually grant longer credit than British houses, 
but their goods are almost all sold on the hire purchase system, 
which gives to the sellers the advantage of having a hold over the 
buyer in the event of non-payment. 

British agricultural machinery still holds a good position at 
Philippeville, many machines having been sold this year (1909). 

Some business might be done in Algeria by British piano manu- 
facturers. The Vice-Consul has never seen a British-made piano 
in any musical warehouse in the province, but a good many 
German pianos are sold. 

Emphasis is laid on the necessity, in all cases of British trade 
with Algeria, for British travellers speaking French. The Vice- 
Consul was recently called upon to act as interpreter between a 
British traveller for machinery and his prospective buyer! Such 
necessity, he says, should not arise, and too much dependence 
should not be laid by British firms on the chance of French buyers 
in Algeria speaking English; but a very small proportion speak it.

With reference to the notice on p. 435 of the “ Board of Trade

BRITISH TRADE MARKS IN JAPAN. 


With reference to previous notices in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” on the above subject, the Board of Trade are in receipt, 
through the Foreign Office, of a memorandum prepared by H.M. 
Commercial Attaché at Yokohama which deals with the question of 
the proof of knowledge of registration on the part of a defendant 
in a criminal action for infringement of a trade mark. 

From this memorandum it would appear that, in the opinion of 
the Japanese Patent Bureau, Article 38 of the Criminal Code of 
Japan, which says ‘There is exemption from penalty when the 
accused has not had the intention of committing an infraction, 
save In cases determined by special provisions of the Law . . .” 
renders it necessary for the plaintiffs in a criminal action for in- 
fringement of a trade mark to prove that the defendant had the 
intention of committing an infraction, or in other words, that he 
knew that the trade mark which he infringed was registered. 

In view of this opinion all owners of registered trade marks in 
use in Japan are recommended to place on their trade marks an 
indication of registration (such as the words Toroku Shdhyéd, or 
the Japanese characters meaning Registered Trade Mark) so as to 
leave no pretext to infringers. 





WORLD'S PRODUCTION OF SILK IN 1908.— 
CORRECTION. 


With reference to the iotice on p. 667 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 30th September relative to the silk production of the 
world, it should be noted that the figures given are not, as therein 
stated, kilograms, but thousands of kilograms. 
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PRESENT POSITION AND PROSPECTS OF THE 
GERMAN TEXTILE INDUSTRY. 


With reference to the article on pp. 114-5 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 15th July relative to the position of the German 
textile industry in June, H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg (Sir 
W. Ward, C.V.O.) has forwarded, under date of 22nd September, 
the following particulars relative to the present position and pros- 
pects of that industry, the substance cf which has been extracted 
from the “ German Export Review ” :— 

Business in textile goods has, during the last few weeks, been 
comparatively quiet; but this has been due rather to the season of 
the year than to the general economic situation, which has not 
changed to any marked extent during the last month or two. 

In the worsted industry business is more brisk, and has indeed 
been active for some months ; worsted spinning mills are furnished 
with orders for months in advance, and in some branches no more 
orders will be accepted until next April. In other woollen 
industries and in the buckskin industry an increase in demand 
is likewise stated to have taken place of late. 

In the cotton industry, there is still a considerable surplus out- 
put by the spinning mills, though the restrictions in production 
{which it is true have not so far been carried out by all the mills) 
will, it is expected, in course of time contribute towards equalising 
supply and demand, and thereby raising the at present unprofitable 
prices of yarns. In the weaving and printing trade, on the other 
hand, business has improved, in spite of prices still leaving much 
to be desired. The export trade in cotton goods has increased of 
late in a very marked degree; large orders have been received, 
more especially from South America, which continent is now one 
of the best customers for German cotton goods. During the first 
months of 1909 it was, above all, the want of sufficient markets for 
German cotton textiles that was complained of; however, the state 
of this branch of the textile industry of Germany has now im- 
proved, and the coming months offer a further favourable pro- 
spect in this respect. The linen industry has of late also improved 
in Germany, owing to the advance in price of the raw material 
and its firmness having caused more activity. In the jute in- 
dustry the rise in prices has likewise been followed by a more 
active demand. 

As regards silk and velvet manufactures, the weather during 
July and August was unfavourable for the development of trade, as 
the cold and rainy weather prevented the public from ordering silk 
goods for the travelling season ; whilst the subsequent warmer 
weather again was unfavourable to the autumn business. The 
future outlook, however, for silk and velvet goods is more favour- 
able, as the fashions for the coming season point to extensive use 
of them. ‘The prospects of the export trade in these goods are less 


favourable. 
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Present Position and Prospects of the German Textile Industry. 





Though it will thus be seen that, although, upon the whole, the 
present course of business in the German textile industry is not 
altogether satisfactory, there are certainly unmistakable signs of im- 
provement in the near future. ‘T'o these signs may be added the 
general improvement in the commercial condition of most countries 
of the world, and the apparently not unfavourable results of this 
year’s grain harvest in Germany, which will contribute towards 
increasing the purchasing power of the agricultural population, 
and thus raise the demand also for textile goods. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF ARGENTINA. 


According to official statistics received at the Board of 'I'rade, 
the value of the imports of merchandise into Argentina during the 
first six months of 1909 was 141,238,060 pesos gold, as compared 
with 131,273,361 pesos gold in the corresponding period of 1908. 
The exports of merchandise were valued at 251,773,439 pesos gold, 
as compared with 223,076,267 pesos. As regards imports, it should 
be remembered that the figures are based on the arbitrary valuations 
of the Customs tariff of values (the same unit values being applied 
for both periods) ; whilst with respect to the destination of exports, 
a large proportion of the goods are shipped to “order,” the final 
destination of the goods being unknown.

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FOREIGN TRADE OF DAIREN IN 1908. 


A report by the Acting Commissioner of Customs at Dairen states 
that the value of goods imported into that port direct from foreign 
countries during the year 1908 was 17,215,936 Haikwan taels. 
Japan had naturally the greatest share in the trade, her contribu- 
tion being 59 per cent. of the total value ; the share of the United 
States was 32 per cent., and the balance of 9 per cent. was 
shared by Corea, United Kingdom, Germany, and Vladivostok. 
Owing to the absence of Customs statistics for the first half 
of the year 1207, no accurate comparison of trade in the two 
years 1907 and 1908 can be given; but according to the Japanese 
official returns, the increase in 1908 over the previous year was put 
at more than 3,000,000 yen. Of the direct imports, railway 
materials, chiefly from the United States (5,797,433 Haikwan taels) 
rank first in point of value ; then follow timber of all kinds, from 
Corea and Japan (1,116,057 Haikwan taels); cotton piece goods 
from Japan, in which were included American and English shirt- 
ings (1,013,859 Haikwan taels) ; rice, mostly from Corea.(976,667 
Haikwan taels); metals (822,563 Haikwan taels) ; machinery and 
parts, from the United States, Germany, United Kingdom, and 
Japan (872,763 Haikwan taels) ; American flour, the greater part 
of which came through Japan (546,617 Haikwan taels); saké 
(544,C83 Haikwan taels); cigarettes from Japan and Korea 
(342,784 Haikwan taels); cement, from Hongkong, United King- 
dom and Japan (224,827 Haikwan taels); coal, from Japan 
(121,330 Haikwan taels) ; and sugar, from Hongkong and Japan 
(114,092 Haikwan taels). 

From these figures it will be seen that the only articles 
which may be said to have been imported for the use of natives 
were cottun piece goods, American flour, cigarettes, and sugar, 
besides a small quantity of kerosene oil, matches and other 
sundries not enumerated; the remainder, i.e., the greater part 
of the direct foreign imports, were for Japanese enterprises and for 
the Japanese residing in the Leased Territory and in Manchuria. 
As regards the smallness of the imports for natives, had not 
the low quotation of silver throughout the year made merchants 
hesitate to invest their capital in importing goods into a silver 
country, a far greater quant:ty might have found its way into the 
interior through Dairen.

‘“‘ has been allowed therein, going into the Philippine Islands shall 
“ hereafter be admitted therein free of Customs duty when the 
“same are shipped directly from the country of origin to the 
“ country of destination.”

quays. This arrangement has not been found altogether satis- 
factory, and it has recently been decided to build the piers of the 

Madrague dock obliquely to the quay, at an angle of 55°. This 

will facilitate mooring operations, and will enable railway trucks to 

come alongside without having to be first uncoupled and run over 
turntables.

H.M. Consul-General at Budapest (Mr. Esme Howard, C.V.O., 
Opening of C.M.G.,) reports that the Baja-Battaszék rail- 
Railway Bridee °Y bridge over the Danube south of Budapest, 
wre th 6° just before the river makes its great bend east- 
6 b . ward, was opened to traffic at the end of 
nee August.

Leghorn, and have allotted a sum of 4,613,000 lire (184,5201.) 
for the purpose. It is proposed to build two moles, one 765 yards 
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in length, and the other 1,557 yards in length, which together will 
form a larger outer basin. A quay is to be built on the seaward 
side of the present Diga Rettilinea, widening it, and this new 
quay, along which the railway will run, will thus be within 
the new basin. The above-nauied sum does not provide for the 
very considerable dredging operations, for which the State has 
allotted a further 3,000,000 lire (120,000.). It is chiefly the want 
of a suitable modern port that has hindered the expansion of the 
trade of Leghorn. 





BRAZIL. 


The Acting British Consul at Santos (Mr. A. S. Sandell) has for- 
warded an extract from the ‘* Messager de Sao 
ee Paulo” of 3rd September containing details 
Brazil Railway regarding the construction, by the North West 
’ of Brazil Railway Co., of the line from Bauri in 
the State of SAo Paulo to Corumbaé, a town not more than 8 kiloms. 
from the Bolivian frontier. The line, work on which has been com- 
pleted as far as the banks of the river Tiété, will pass through the 
fertile plains of the State of Matto-Grosso, and will open up that 
part of Brazil between the Paraguay and Parané rivers; the 
quickest route up to the present from this land to the coast of 
Brazil and to the outside world is by way of the Rio de la Plata. 
Across the Parené a bridge some 1,000 metres (about 3,280 ft.) 
long will have to be built, and across the Paraguay one more than 
000 metres (about 1,640 ft.) long.

MANCHURIA. 

The report for 1908 by the Commissioner of Customs at Tientsin 
P a states that a new port for Manchuria has been 
ye proposed, and is actually being surveyed at 
i sl Hulutao, 7 miles from Lienshan, a station on 
the Imperial Railways of North China, which 
is 94 miles nearer to Mukden than Chinwangtao, and 70 miles 
nearer than Dairen. The harbour is situated near a fertile grain- 
growing district, and in the neighbourhood an exceedingly good 
quality of coal is found, at present only worked by Chinese 
methods. Last winter was not severe enough to test whether the 
proposed port is free from ice, but the natives of the place state 
that itis. The fact that there are 30 feet uf water at low tide and 
a rise of 10 feet at spring tides seems to confirm the natives’ state- 
ment. A breakwater will have to be built as a protection 
to the south-west winds of summer, but otherwise the harbour is 

said to be naturally complete.

YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


SIERRA LEONE, 

A report, recently issued by the Colonial Office, on the trade of 
Sierra Leone in 1908 (Colonial Office, Annual, 
Okra Fibre. No. 611) states that experiments have shown 
that the okra plant, if cultivated on a suffi- 
ciently extensive scale, will yield a fibre which can be relied upon 
to fetch a higher price than jute. It has been ascertained that 
fibre can be obtained worth 20/. per ton, provided that the stalk 
is cut at that stage representing two-thirds of its natural life. 
The fruit, for the sake of which the plant is now grown, is in large 
demand, and the fibre, as a by-product, will yield to the native, 

with but little additional labour, an added profit.

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FRANCE (ALGERIA), 


The following information is from the report by the British 
Vice-Consul at Philippeville (Mr. W. H. Miller) on the trade of 
that district in 1908, which will shortly be issued :-— 


The crop of esparto for 1906-7 was very small all over Algeria and, 
consequently, prices in 1907-8 were high. This 
however, did not produce the quantities required, 
and the close of the season (June-July) was 
marked by a sudden further rise in price of about 13s. per ton. 

Esparto grows all over Algeria, from the Moroccan frontier to 
the extreme frontier of Tripoli. The plant is generally found in 
quantity about 89 to 100 miles inland, and on the mountain sides 
and plateaux. It is used in the manufacture of paper of superior 
quality—music paper, writing paper, &c., and the higher class of 
illustrated journals. ‘The qualities from Tunis, ‘Tripoli and 
Algeria may be considered from the paper manufacturer's point of 
view as interchangeable, and the price of the article naturally 
depends, not alone on the production of Algeria, but on the tctal of 
the three countries, as compared with the consumption. Its original 
cost is quite insignificant, permission to exploit esparto lands 
being granted by the Government for a nominal sum in the form 
either of ground rent or of fee for placing a ‘‘ bascule ” for buying 
purposes in esparto lands. ‘The price, therefore, is almost entirely 
based on the cost of transport and baling, with the result that 
whenever a rise in the price takes place injthe United Kingdom 
producers are enabled to exploit further away from the railway 
lines. An excess of production consequently takes place and 
prices soon drop back to their old level. It is expected that 
the year 1909 will show a large exportation of esparto, for the 
above reasons.

Cultivation Angola, H.M. Consul at Loanda (Mr. H. G. 

Mackie) has now forwarded the following infor- 

mation regarding the work of the Compagnie de Mossamedes, 
another company having the same object. 

The Company have at present cotton plantations covering an 
area of 790 acres. The earlier experiments were made with 
Abassi, an Egyptian cotton, but this variety, being only annual, 
was abandoned a year ago in favour of “‘ American King,” which is 
believed to be a perennial cotton. The market price of this cotton 
is said to be 10d. per lb. It has flourished, notwithstanding the 
scanty rainfall this year at S. Januario, where one plantation is 
situated. ‘There is also a local variety that fetches from 5d. to 7d. 
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a pound, but much damage has been done to this year’s crop by the 
boll weevil. 

The local manager of the company states that, should his experi- 
ments prove successful, the area under cultivation might be extended 
by 25,000 acres. The problem chiefly under consideration at 
present is whether it is possible to obtain a cotton that will yield 
several crops.

ITALY (3ICILY). 


With reference to the notice on p. 641 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 23rd September relative to vintage 
prospects in Sicily, the British Vice-Consul at 
Palermo (Mr. W. A. Morrison) reports, under 
date of 29th September, that the vintage was then in progress 
nearly all over the island ; the quality is in most parts good, but the 
quantity is deficient. At Milazzo, owing to the grapes having 
been damaged by bad weather and diseases, the vintage is turning 
out rather less than half that of last year. The grapes are very 
acid. Better quality is expected in the latter part of the vintage. 
At Catelvetrano, where the vintage is now in full swing, the yield 
is not good. The vines are laden with grapes, but a great many 
of them are dried up and rotten. At Marsala, owing to the 
weather having improved, it is expected that there will not bea 
lack of good wine. The quantity, on account of the number of 
new vines that have been planted, will probably be greater than 
last year, 


Vintage

The Vice-Consul also reports that the sumach crop in Sicily 
this year is an extremely good one, and is 

Sumach Crop. estimated to be one-third more than that of 

last year. 

The gathering in the low lying lands commenced about Ist 
August, and the leaves were all warehoused, after having been 
dried, before the autumnal rains set in. In the high lands, 
where were the best crops, the gathering commenced about 15th 
August, and the rains set in just after the leaves were gathered 
and whilst they were still lying out in the open to dry, thus spoil- 
ing at least a third of these later crops. 

The plants grew to a great height this year, giving a plentiful 
crop, but the strength of the tannin in the leaves has necessarily 
suffered. 

Prices, which were expected to fall on account of the large crop, 
are gradually rising owing to the damage done to the later crops 
and to the operations of speculators.

The Acting British Consul at Galveston (Mr. 8S. W. Barnes) has 
Cultivation of forwarded an extract from the “Galveston 
rsetania News” of 17th September, from which it 
ugar-Cane : ;

- 2,000,000 dollars (about 400,000/.) has acquired 
8,000 acres of land near the town of Mercedes, ‘Texas, and intends 
to cultivate sugar-cane. 

Mr. Barnes remarks that, as sugar cane requires rich and deep 
soil for its successful growth, and the soil in the section of the 
country 1n question is somewhat light and loamy, artificial 
manures will have to be used; this extra expense would appear to 
make the venture somewhat speculative. 





CHINA. 


Referring to the notice on p. 542 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 9th September relative to rice crop prospects 
in Hupei, H.M. Consul-General at Chengtu 
reports that, so far as he has been able to 
ascertain, the prospects of this year’s rice crop 
are excellent throughout the whole of the Chengtu plain. A pro- 
longed drought (Jasting for some six months or more) in the early 
part of the year caused great anxiety, as it continued until after the 
time for sowing, and right up to the season of transplanting. The 
extensive irrigation system on the plain saved the farmers from the 
necessity of postponing the sowing, and rain made its appearance 
in abundance just at the time of transplanting (about 10th June). 
Having once begun, the rain continued for a considerable time, and 
after it had lasted for about six weeks, the agricultural population 
once more entertained grave fears for the safety of their crops. 
Since then, however, a succession of bright, hot days, with 
occasional showers, gives every reason to believe that this year’s 
crop will be an exceptionally abundant one. 

H.M. Consul-General adds that he is given to understand that 
there is every reason to expect a shortage in the northern section 
of the province.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa (Mr. R. Sothern 
Sued Gumaetitten Holland) has reported, regarding the effect of 
the competition of the Pretoria Cement Com- 
with $. any on the importation of cement into South 
Imported Cement. Africa, that the area affected by the operations 
of the Company has so far been confined more or less to the 
Transvaal. Standerton on the south, Pietersburg on the north, 
and Witbank on the east are about the limits within which 
the factory can profitably supply cement at its current rates 
without special assistance from the railways. At present the 
local company is devoting its whole attention to supplying 
the Johannesburg and neighbouring markets, and some time 
must elapse before imported cement is displaced even there. 
The price of imported cement at Johannesburg is about 29s. 9d. 
per cask of 380 Ibs. net, the railway freight from Delagoa Bay 
being 17s.; the price of the Pretoria cement at Johannesburg 
is 23s. per 380 lbs. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner also suggests that British manufac- 
turers might do well to consider the advisability of producing a 
lower grade cement, for the purpose of meeting competition from 
Belgium and Germany. A large quantity of cheap Continental 
cement is used in South Africa for rough purposes,

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘“‘ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh ; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries on specific 
subjects. as far as possible, in the interest of British trade.
